This gift makes a tolal of over one 


million dollars which Mr. Tuck 
has 


made to the 
college 
in the last ten 


years, the principal' monument to his 
generosity at Hanover being the build- 
ing of the Amos Tuck School of Ad- 
ministration and Finance, named In 
honor of his father. 


President Nichols announced the gift 


to tho faculty and student body in part 
as follows: • 


"A gift for th. further enlargement 


and 
strengthening 
of 
the teaching 


force of Dartmouth college has 
been 


made by Edward Tuclt of Paris. This 
added endowment is in the form of 
standard 7 per cent, securities of the 
par value of 5100,000. It is Mr. Tuck's 
wish that the income thus accruing to 
the college be used solely for the pur- 
pose of adding to the impulse ana in- 
spiration to higher scholarship among 
tudents by strengthening the teaching 


staff both in numbers and efficiency. In 
the language of the donor: 


"I prr-sent these, securities 
to 
the 


college to be added to the present Amos 
Tuck endowment fund. 
I desire the 


income from them to be applied, as 
was the purpose of my original found- 
ation of the fund of 1S09, to the 1m- 
provement of the existing scale of sal- 
aries of the faculty of the college in all 
its departments 
as 
now constituted, 


find as increased later by the addition 


tho now professors and instructors, 


including a Ibirarian. 
Income About $28,000 


" 'I wish the trustees of the college 


to apportion the additional income re- 
ceived from tiie gift according to the 
relative importance and value, in their 
best judgment, of the services ren- 
dered in the different chairs, with due 
regard to length of service and to per- 
sona! distinction.' 


While the par value of thr securities 


is givon as $-100,000, their present mar- 
ket value is stated to be fully half a 
million dollars, and the annual income 
wvl amount to $28,000.

BONE SPAVINS 


Dr. Daniels 
Explains 


Horse 
Ailment 


A hone spavin is situated on the In- 


ternal as well as the anterior .'portion 
of the joint. This probably Is {he cor- 
rect point to look for the absolute bone 
spavin, but enlargements the nature of 
spavins will occur on the upper part of 
the hock, perhaps just below the inside 
of the lowest extremity of the shank 
bone. To a spavin here we say high 
spavin. 
Again the growth may be on 


the outside of. the hock when it is the 
outside spavin, or perhaps the whole 
under surface will be swollen, involv- 
ing the entire hock, and still we have 
the bone spavin. Then again wo may 
have a spavined hock and no swelling 
or outward indications be manifest, in 
which case we have the occult spavin, 
which involved the union of several of 
the bones to the joint, in which case 
the future usefulness of the horse is 
doomed. There seems no more severe 
and destructive disease, 
(excepting of 


course attacks upon the vital organs) 
than the spavin. It is serious in the 
beginning and in its progress. Some- 
thing once really established becomes 
a final condition, for the best science 
and largest experience have discovered 
no means to remove or cure. We fre- 
quently see advertised 
remedies for 


curing the spavin, and sometimes llnd 
testimonials signed by intelligent peo- 
ple to the contrary, but it is a .srttu 
proposition to say no reniedy or cure 
lias yet been 
discovered

cure any form of 
bone spavin. 
The 


spavin results from sprains or strains 
to the complicated structure of 
the 


hock, a violent effort in jumping, gaU 
loping, trotting, driven under the spur 
of the lash to attempt.moving an over- 
loaded team, a misstep and 
sudden 


slipping and further by the tendency 
of hereditary, transmission, breeding a 
spavined marc, predisposes the 
off- 


spring to spavin. 


Thy spavin develops slowly and in- 


sidiously but there are certain signs 
and changes which, if carefully noted 
may direct our attention to this dis- 
eased condition. Xotice the 
position 


when standing. 
The leg carried for- 


ward Inward, the heel resting upon the 
opposite foot, moves from side to side 


of the stall with reluctance and effort, 
travels with sidelong gait, stiffly and 
when standing with toe pointing for- 
ward, heel raised with the hock flexed. 


I Heat and inflammation are likely pres-- 
ent. 
When backing out of the 'stall 


shows slight stiffness or Jameness, but 
this soon disappears on driving. If we 
examine closely the hock we find an 
enlargement just at the point of con- 
tact with the hriek and cannon bone, 
inside, and a hit to the front which can 
be seen and felt.

light and air, with plenty of circula- 
tion, rindings suffer far more from 
being shut behind glass

from the accumulation of rhist, or even 
from careless 
handling by ignorant 


servants. The dusting of 
books 
is 


something which should be trusted to 
careful or expert bands only, for 
the 


hinges can easily be broken by drop- 
ping, or the corners knocked off, par- 
ticularly If the leather be dry. The 
vacuum-cleaner, of course does away 
with such disasters in the electrically 
equipped house.

has 


made to the college in the last ten 
years, the principal monument to his 
generosity at Hanover being the build- 
ing of the Amos Tuck School of Ad- 
ministration and Finance, named in 
honor of his father. 
President Nichols announced the gift 


to the faculty and student body in part 
as follows: 


"A gift for th, further enlargement^ 


and 
strengthening of . the 
teaching 


force of Dartmouth college has 
been 


made by Edward Tuck of Paris. This 
added endowment is in the form of 
standard 7 per cent, securities of the 
par value of $400,000. It is Mr. Tuck's 
wish that the income thus accruing to 
the college be used solely for the pur- 
pose of adding to tile impulse and in- 
spiration to higher scholarship among 
students by strengthening the teaching 
staff both in numbers and efficiency. In 
the language of the donor: 


"I present these securities 
to 
the 


college to be added to the present Amos 
Turk endowment fund. 
I desire the 


income from them to be applied, as 
was the purpose of my original found- 
ation of tlie fund oC 1899, to the im- 
provement of the existing scale of sal- 
aries of the faculty of the college in all 
its departments as now constituted, 
and as Increased later, by the addition 
of the new professors and instructors, 
including a Ibirarian.

BONE SPAVINS 


Dr. Daniels 
Explains 


Horse 
Ailment 


A hone spavin is situated on Uie In- 


ternal as well as the anterior portion 
of the joint. This probably is the cor- 
rect point to look for the absolute bone 
spavin, but enlargements the nature of 
spavins will occur on the upper part of 
the hock, perhaps just below the inside 
of the lowest extremity of the shank 
bone. 
To a spavin here we say high 


spavin. Again the growth may be on 
the outside of the hock when it is the 
outside spavin, or perhaps the whole 
under surface will be swollen, Involv- 
ing tho entire hock, and still we have 
the bone spavin. Then again we may 
have a spavined hock and no swelling 
or outward indications be manifest, in 
whicii case we have the occult spavin, 
which involved the union of several of 
the bones to the joint, in which case 
the future usefulness of the horse is 
doonifd.

of hereditary, transmission, breeding n. 
spavined marc, predisposes

spring to spavin. 


The spavin develops slowly and in-

this .soon disappears on driving.

examine closely the hock we find an 
enlargement just at the point of con- 
tact 'with the hock and camion bone, 
inside, and a bit to the front which can 
be seen and felt.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13'.—Veterina- 


rians willing; to work for $1200 a year 
are too scarce for tho war department 
to find them, and Secretary Dickinson 
lias asked the house to repeal the law 
which limits the pay.of such men for 
the cavalry and artillery arms of tho 
service. The department 
points out 


that in the Philippines tho Philippina 
govern men t allows $1600 for veterina- 
rians with possibilities of promotion, 
and that tne bureau of animal indus- 
try in this country allows $1400 with 
promotions. Repeal would put veterin- 
arians under a general maximum sal- 
ary of $1500, except on the secretary's 
approval.
